NIXON CHAMPIONS THE RULE OF LAW 


An idea championed by Vice President Nixon last week can give 
new strength to U.S. foreign policy and change the fate of na- 
tions. the Academy of Political Science, Nixon said. “The 
time has now come to take the initiative in . . . establishment 
of the rule of law in the world to replace the rule of force.” 
He made two specific recommendations. One, already promised 
by the President in January, would revitalize the World Court 
by widening our official view of its jurisdiction. The other would 
name the court as umpire of any future agreements between 
East and West (as for example over Berlin). 

‘These two proposals are signs of a major new Administration 
campaign. [ts aim is to hasten the day foreseen by the late Sen- 
ator Taft, whom Nixon quoted. “I do not see how we can hope 
to secure permanent peace in the world.” said Bob Taft, “except 
by establishing law between nations and equal justice under law 
- » the time will c 1 public opinion will support the de- 
sion of any reasonably impartial tribunal based o 
The World Court is certainly a reasonably impartial tribu- 
nal,” but unfortunately also the idlest bench in the world, It 
has decided only 10 cases in the last 13 years. A primary reason 
for its scandalous neglect lies right on the doorstep of the L 

This reason is the Connally Amendment, a reservation to the 
terms by which we accepted the court's jurisdiction in 1946, 
‘The court neither has nor wants jurisdiction over essentially do- 
mestic disputes; but the Connally Amendment makes the U.S. 
sole judge of what is domestic and what is not. This is not onl 
had law (the American Bar Association has long opposed the 
Connally Amendment) but bad foreign policy, with a builtin 
ng effect against U.S. interests. One example: Panama 
ided that its territorial waters extend 12 miles from 
shore, thus blanketing the Canal Zone’s three-mile limit. Our 
ural refusal to recognize this claim should be accompanied by 
a prompt move to court. But although Panama has no Connally 


ome wh 


ree 


Amendment, it can invoke ours if we are a party to the suit, 
call the 12-mile limit “an internal matter,” and leave us no le- 
gal answer. Until the Connally Amendment is changed, as Nixon 
urges, our bad example will keep the court in idleness and frus 
trate any U.S. claim to be a champion of law in world affairs 

The State Department has a very long list of cases in which 
the Communists have violated treaties and agreements. Many 
of these (one flagrant example: the Polish elections of 1947) 
would have made good law suits had the legal channels been 
usable. Nixon's second suggestion would make such channels 
usable in future agreements. Under it the court would decide 
cases of legitimate disagreement over the meaning of a treaty; 
and in cases where the Soviet violation was intentional, it could 
at least keep the legal record clean. 

In his last public speech as Secretary, John Foster Dulles 
said: “Those nations which do have common standards should, 
by their conduct and example, advance the rule of law by sub- 
mitting their disputes” to international tribunals. The cause of 
Jaw among the nations, like the earlier cause of law on our West- 
ern frontier, is one which it lies deep in American beliefs and 
traditions to extend, It is a natural cause for U.S, foreign pol- 
icy and should have become a bold and prominent part of that 
policy long ago. 

One of the most tireless workers for the cause of law has 
been Charles Rhyne, past president of the American Bar Asso- 
ciation. Said Rhyne last week: The whole world clearly under- 
stands that the Communist peace plan i is to make the world 100% 
Zommunist. But few people can give you a clear statement of 
the objectives of the free world’s peace plan.” Arms race, di 
rrence, NATO, SEATO, mutual aid, etc.—all these defensive 
necessities are no substitute for a clear and universally shared 
world goal. The rule of law is such a goal; and Nixon's timely 
championship should bring it closer. 


WALL STREET IN ORBIT 
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These days,” said a New York pension fund manager. “you 
have to buy stocks the way rich men buy pictures. You don’t 
ask how much it is worth, you just pay whatever is asked. The 
price no longer has any relation to value.” 

The price of American Telephone and Telegraph last week 
hit 263, up 13 points on the fact that stockholders had ratified 
a “split” of three new shares in exchange for each one of the 
old, A split adds nothing whatever to the intrinsic value of a 
iock. Yet A.T. & T. went up and at that price its yield. in- 
cluding the 10% inerease in the historic $9 a year, will be about 
8%. On that day, U.S. government bonds could be bought at 
yields as high as 4.16% 

Taking the stock market as a whole and measuring the 30 
stocks in the Dow-Jones industrial index against Moody's Aaa 
corporate bonds, the stocks were yielding an average of 3.15% 
against 4.21% for the bonds, the greatest disproportion in this 
ratio since 1936. Whenever such a disproportion exists, sooner 
or later something always brings it back into a more reasonable 
rise in indu: 


balance—such as a drop in stock prices, or a hefty 
try’s earnings and dividends. 

Well, profits are rising at the heftiest rate since 1956. and 
doubtless dividends will rise with them. Industry is roaring at 
an all-time production rate. So there is plenty of reason to feel 
bullish about business, and therefore—for the long pull—about 
stocks. Nevertheless, there is an unhealthy, 1929ish aspect to 
some of the current antics of the market. Across the land, 
board rooms of branch brokerages are crowded at lunch hour 


with little fellows trying to make quick profits or bidding up 
the price of some little-known and risky stock on the basis 
of inside tips. Some customers’ men, who make fat commis- 
sions on such in-and-out trading, keep heating up the job 
with new rumors, 

Even some market letters, normally concerned with such 
prosaic things as price-earnings ratios, have gone into orbit. 
Walter Gutman’s weekly letter for Shields & C 
ate reading, has recently gone into such bizarre bypaths as heat- 
niks, existentialism, Zen Buddhism—and antigravity research, 
which leads him to conclude that “stocks and other things may 
go up and never come down.” Gutman believes that “invest 
ment in stocks represents a type of poetic insight like a Kerouac 
novel rather than a type of carefully reasoned appraisal.” 

Levitation, Zen Buddhism, one-handed clapping and other 
oriental marvels remind one inevitably of the era of wonderful 
nonsense that ended in 1929, Some sober warnings to investors

Before I left, Wright took me into his drafting room. We walked to 
the corner table and sat down on the long sheepskin-covered bench.

There was 
a sketch for a chapel set up in the air with ramps leading to it and 
a parking lot below. Unrolling another drawing, he said, “This is a 
Greek Orthodox church. Look at it. Isn't it a thousand times more 
Byzantine than anything they could have copied?” 

‘The last drawing he unrolled showed a surprisingly simple struc- 
ture, an open pavilion with thin columns supporting a flat roof with 
broad overhanging eaves, all set against rolling hills. I glanced at the 
lettering in the lower left corner. It was the mausoleum chapel for 
Frank Lloyd Wright. For a moment Wright seemed embarrassed. 
Then, clearing his throat, he said, “I guess you can call this tak- 
ing architecture all the way. This is where I will be buried, in the 
crypt beneath. Above the crypt the floor will be black marble, very 
simple, very beautiful.” 

Tt was time to go. Wright rose and we shook hands. He paused 
a moment, then “The thing to do is play it straight. Every time 
I have compromised, it has grown like a great cloud of accusation 
against me.

As I walked out the door, Wright had settled back at his drafting 
table, His hand was busy shading in the drawing.

When you move, you move like 
n owl. Then suddenly you're not being hit and that means you're not 
being hurt. And when you're not being hurt is when boxing becomes 
fun.

John Augustus Sutter tried to keep the news quiet—news of the 
shining flakes found that morning in January 1848 in the tailrace 
of his new sawmill. But the secret could not be kept. ‘‘Gold! Gold! 
Gold from the American River,” cried a man, waving a bottle of 
the dust in the streets of San Francisco. The story of the discovery 
at Sutter’s Mill, northeast of San Francisco, reached the east and 
all the world. The rush to California was on and it would multiply 
a hundredfold America’s great westward migration whose begin- 
nings Lire told last week in Part III of its series, ‘How the West 
Was Won.” 

From across the seas, as 1849 began, Irishmen, Dutchmen, Chi- 
nese, Frenchmen, Australians set sail for the bonanza country. 
Americans in the east fought their way onto any ship that seemed 
seaworthy and began the long, 
rough journey around Cape Horn 
to 'Frisco. Others aimed for Pana- 
ma. Yellow fever felled hundreds 
of them but this way was weeks 
shorter. Still others—by the tens 
of thousands—rushed to the Mis- 
souri and headed overland in wag-

quicker the better, as one oddly prophetic cartoon showed (above). 

Gold made the fortunes of many of the forty-niners; it ruined 
John Sutter. A Swiss-born soldier of fortune, he had come to Cali- 
fornia in 1839 and built a prosperous colony—and then his saw- 
mill. Now in the gold rush his settlement lay astride the path to 
what became the Mother Lode Country. Docking in San Fran- 
cisco, the new Argonauts pushed inland with little more than picks, 
shovels and hope. Out of the Sierras stumbled the overland parties, 
half dead but indefatigably eager. In their advance they trampled 
Sutter's fields, accepted his food and animals and rarely repaid 
him, and eventually squatted his lands out from under him. Cali- 
fornia belatedly gave him a small pension and a title and his set- 
tlement, now Sacramento, is its capital. But he ended bitter and 
nearly penniless, in Pennsylvania. 

For nearly all the forty-niners 
the gold in time ran out. But they 
stayed on to build the more last- 
ing prosperity of families, farms 
and shops. For the whole nation 
the true bonanza was the dynam- 
ic new colony entrenched from 
the Sierras to the Pacific shore.

Violent Wrench 
from Pastoral Past 


The California in which the gold rush was now exploding had been 
named by a conquistador after a mythical island of pearls and gold in 
a 15th Century Spanish novel. Spain had colonized the region in the 
18th Century and ranchero settlers had created a prosperous pastoral 
economy. But by 1840 California was a neglected province of a Mexico 
now free of Spain, There were only 14,000 non-Indians in the whole 
area and California was being eagerly eyed by several foreign powers 

Russia had built Fort Ross north of San Francisco. Britain had men- 
of-war maneuvering off the coast. The Bible-toting trapper Jedediah 
Smith and other mountain men made trails into California from the 
southwest. U.S. Presidents Jackson and Tyler tried to buy California. 

Native Californios staged a short-lived revolt for independence from 
Mexico in 1836, Then, in 1846, American settlers seized Sonoma and 
proclaimed the Bear Flag Republic. Though they did not know it, the 
Mexican War had begun, Settlers and troops under General Stephen 
Kearny and Commodore Robert Stockton soon put down the Mexican 
resistance.

THE HEART OF SAN FRANCISCO BURNS IN JUNE, 1850, THIRD OF SIX MAJOR FIRES 


A Lawless Town Tamed 
by Vigilante Justice 


San Francisco's government was at first over- 
whelmed, then corrupted by the massive in- 
flux. Among the new arrivals was a contingent 
of hoodlums called the Sydney Ducks, newly 
released from a penal colony in New South 
Wales. An already lawless city then suffered a 
well-organized crime wave. 

Roving in bands, the Ducks terrorized oth- 
er small settlements of foreigners, robbing and 
killing. They set some of the six fires that gut- 
ted the city in an 18-month period and robbed 
the victims as they fled burning homes with 
their valuables. Protected by corrupt lawyers 
and venal courts, the Ducks went untouched. 

At last in 1851 some 180 leading citizens or- 
ganized as the First Vigilante Committee. Tak- 
ing the law in their own hands, the vigilantes 
arrested 91 hoodlums, and, as conspicuously

The first vigilantes disbanded in 1853 as San 
Francisco's moral tone improved, briefly. But 
again by 1856, as one old resident noted, San 
Francisco’s “fame for murder and robbery 
and violence spread over the world. ... Rob- 
bers were policemen, murderers were judges.” 
When James King, a crusading editor, was 
murdered by a politician named Jim Casey, 
the vigilantes formed again. King’s murder 
was the hundredth in six months. Marching 
3,000 strong, the vigilantes took Casey from 
jail, tried and hanged him. In three months the 
vigilantes’ work was done. They disbanded but 
remained on call. ‘oll the bell, sir,” said a 
citizen years later, ‘and you'll see.” It need- 
ed no tollings. San Francisco had come of age.

in the 


alifornia Diggings

This remarkable record of life in the mines was written by Alfred 
M. Doten, a young forty-niner from Plymouth, Mass., whose 
vast and intimate personal diary was brought to light only last 
year and is here published for the first time. Doten began his 
diary on March 18, 1849—the day he sailed from home as a mem- 
her of an organized mining company—and kept it up until the 
night before he died; Nov. 11, 1903. Historians who have exam- 
ined his manuscript diary have hailed it as one of the greatest 
finds in years—and probably the most complete narrative ever set 
down by a western adventurer endowed with real writing ability. 


EDNESDAY, JANUARY Ist, 1851 Clear—finished working a new 

W arroya in the north gulsh—New years day today. One year ago 1 
was at Wood’s diggings. I was then a member of the famous Pilgrim 
Mining Company, but now I am a member of nobody's company except 
my own, and I like myself first rate and think Jam some punkins. . . . 
One year ago this evening | was at the store below our camp at Woods, 
and I fiddled and we all had a fine jollification. This evening was spent in 
the same manner, at Patridge’s store down below on the gulsh. I fiddled 
there also, and we had a tip top fine time and no mistake—dancing, 
singing, music &c—but this was the night that all of us got more or less 
tight and I got so obscure that I staid there till morning. 
JAN. 4TH Prospected my hole all day, trying to strike the lead—It paid 
me an average 2 bits’a pan. Just before 
dinner | picked up a small “slug” which 
weighed 74 dollars. 
Jan, 8TH Forenoon | worked at throw- 
ing off [dirt], and as the gulsh was run- 
ning after dinner I set my cradle and in 
the afternoon I dug and washed 30 buck- 
ets of dirt and got 7 dollars. 
JAN. 24TH Everbeck and myself... run 
through 40 buckets and only got about 
75 cts, But in the afternoon we set our 
cradle at a new place further up the ar- 
roya and were lucky enough to get 20 
dollars from only 60 buckets. 
Fes. 16TH 1 bought a horse for 44 
ounces [an ounce of gold was worth $16]. 
Fes. 25TH Mr. Fisher started for home 
this morning having got sick of the 
country. He looked like the devil—all 
rags, dirt, &c. 
Marcu [StH Everbeck went up the 
north gulsh today & found that the Chi- 
nese have been washing dirt there, some 
of it belonging to me and a large quan- 
tity that he and his partners threw up. 
Marcu 16TH Thisforenoon we mustered 
a strong gang & went up the gulsh to 
investigate the dirtwashing affair. Found 
the ends of paper cigaritas . . . and 
other indications which induced us to 
believe that the theft was committed by 
Mexicans. But as the Chinese have been 
seen to steal dirt several times and as 
we are certain they broke into our cab- 
ins, we thought it best to start them 
off—so we gave them two days to leave.

The son of a Yankee sea captain, Doten sailed on 
Grand Banks fishing schooners before joining the Gold Rush. 


The diary entries below and on the following pages begin when 
Doten (aged 21) was already a seasoned California gold hunter. 
Lire’s excerpts end after Doten was seriously injured in a mining 
accident. When he was fully recovered Doten moved on to Ne- 
vada where he became a prominent newspaperman and a friend 
of Mark Twain. In Nevada he married, sired a family, and pros- 
pered in mining stocks. After his death his diary lay for more than 
50 years ina leather trunk in family homes until it was acquired 
by Warren Howell, of the well-known rare book firm of John 
Howell, San Francisco, who gave permission for this publication. 


Aprit StH Evening we had a fall spree at Chinn’s store which lasted till 
about 2 or 3 o'clock. 

Apri 6TH Morning | felt a slight touch of the headache and some thirst, 
but in a short time I was all right again. 

June 10TH Moody and myself prospected all day and found a great 
place to work over in the North Gulsh. There are some ten or fifteen 
people at work there now and some of them are doing very well— 
Blakely made 80 dolls. and one piece of it weighed 41 dollars—Old Mr. 
French made about 90 dollars today—and others from 40 to 50 dollars 
apiece, but these rich spots are very scarce. 

June 15TH Gold has been lately found in the quartz veins in great 
quantities throughout California and there is much excitement prevail- 
ing. A company of 18 has been formed 
here on the bar, of which | am a mem- 
ber, for the purpose of working quartz 
—We have taken 18 claims of 30 feet 
cach and we hope of course to strike it, 
Juy 10TH [Doten is now in San Fran- 
cisco visiting his married sister.] After 
supper we’ took a turn about town. 
There does not seem to be quite so much 
gambling going on as formerly, but 
thieves, pickpockets & assassins abound. 
In some saloons we saw some pretty 
girls, with short frocks and Turkish 
trousers which became them very much, 
I thought.

Dec. 7TH As usual in about all other diggings this day [Sunday] was 
spent by some in drinking and gambling—by others in reading the Bible 
and singing psalms, or washing their dirty clothes. .. . Evening we had 
a grand sing at D, P. Heller’s house, singing sacred music. 

SUNDAY, Dec. 21st In the evening while 1 was just commencing a 
letter | was ed on a sudden by the cry of “*to arms!” “to arms!” 
“get your rifles!!!" I took my gun and joined a party of some 15 or 20 
of my comrades well armed who were proceeding up over the hill to the 
head of the gulsh to the Mexican camp—The reason of this outcry and 
excitement was this—Mr. Jacob E. Chinn and Alexander McDonald 
came over from the ranch on horses and went up to the Mexican camp 
where Charles Everbeck, James Flinn, Mr. Dixon, George Christman, 
James Plymale (old Uncle Jimmy) and Alex McDonald asked them all 
up to [a Mexican tent] to drink. As they stepped up to the bar some 
Mexicans were standing there talking. Alex asked one of them “‘are you 
going to drink?” He answered “no sabe.” Alex then said “*well if you are 
not going to drink we are, so just stand back.” But as he did not move, 
Alex took him by the shoulder and pushed him one side, not roughly 
at all but merely made him stand aside. Whereupon this Mexican and 
another who stood by his side started out of the tent... and in a 
moment they returned armed with swords and pistols and one of them 
attacked Chinn and the other one Alex. 

Alex tried to fend off the sword with his hands, as he was entirely 
unarmed. and got an awful gash on his left arm near the wrist. He said 
to Chinn “Shoot him Jake” as Chinn has a revolver but Chinn was hot 
pressed by the other who backed him right through the side of the tent 
before he could get his pistol out. He then followed him up striking at 
him till Chinn fired at him and wounded him on the hip and he fell. 
... At the same moment another pistol was fired and Alex fell just out- 
side of the tent door saying “‘Oh God!!! I’m shot!! I’m shot!!!" 

All this occupied a very short space of time when the lights were put 
out and all was darkness. It seems that Old Uncle Jimmy was just out- 
side of the door, and just as Alex fell the Mexican came at him and 
purely because he was a white man he commenced cutting at him. Uncle

Jimmy held up his hands to fend off and he got three of his fingers cut 
off from his left hand.

We were not long in getting up there where we found the whole camp

He was found 
to be shot in the middle of the back near the spine. Some of us went out 
and brought in Uncle Jimmy. Myself, Dr. Brown and a few others 
staid all night, armed, on guard over the wounded ones. 
Monpay, Dec. 22. Just after daylight | went down to my camp & took 
a cup of coffee, after which | went immediately back again, where [ 
found none but Dr. Quinby, and nothing was said about starting in pur 
suit of the Mexican rascals, had great difficulty in raising a small crowd 
to go with me over to the Mexican camp on the north gulsh to search for 
them, but after arguing the case, daring two men to go with me, | man- 
aged to get some half a dozen to go. ... We searched all the camps till 
we came to one where we found a Mexican lying rolled up in his blan- 
kets, We looked at him very suspiciously, but he said he had a bad fever. 
. .. While we were searching the camps a man came out of a tent and 
fired a pistol up the gulsh which we rightly judged was a signal to one of 
two camps a little further up. We immediately went up there and came 
to the tent of three Mexican acquaintances of ours, two of them brothers 
by the name of Lopez. They sat on the bed playing cards but as they 
assured us the rascals were not there we did not search their camp but 
returned to Guadalupe’s tent. We had been there but a short time when 
a boy told us of an old Mexican who knew where the rascals were hid. 
We went to him and by threatening him with instant death we forced 
him to go with us, after tying his hands, and leading him by a string. 
This time we mustered a pretty strong crowd... .

E told us that one of them was hid under the Lopez’ bed. We went 
there and found them sitting on the bed playing cards with the 
blanket hanging over the edge, just as they were before, and on looking 
under the bed we found the villain there stowed away as snug as a bug. 
We ordered him out and identified him as the one that Alex shoved 
away from the bar and the worst of the rascals. We escorted him down 
to the old rich gulsh and after seeing him safely stowed away in Perry's 
store and securely guarded, we started back for the other one who was 
wounded on the hip.

his principal ailment was an impediment in his powers of locomotion 
occasioned by a ball in his hip. He knew that it was a gone case with 
him. He limped very bad, but we treated him to a ride on a jackass, and 
soon had a pair of murderers, sitting under guard in Perry's store. ... 

We immediately chose a jury of twelve men (I was one of the jury) 
and after examining some half dozen witnesses who all swore point 
blank to the identity of the prisoners, and gave the most incontestible 
evidence the jury cried out “enough—this is evidence enough—” We 
agreed that according to the evidence the prisoners were guilty of wilful 
murder and should be hung immediately. Some of the people wished 
to have them put up as a mark to shoot at, others wanted to burn them, 
but the jury had decided that they should be hung. We formed a guard 
of 20 men, well armed, and taking Bill Fenton’s riatta from his horse 
and making a hangman’s knot at each end 
of it we put it about their necks and led them 


forth to execution. ... The one who was shot 
hobbled badly and two of the guard had to 
carry him. 


The evening was dark and stormy, a fierce 
wind roaring around the pines, A candle was 
put in an old tin cracker case served us for a 
lantern. We took them just across the gulsh op- 
posite to the town, and throwing the bite of 
the riatta over the limb of an old pine tree, 
we ran them both up together, but one of 
them being very heavy, his end of the rope 
broke and he dropped down. His hands were 
tied but his feet were not and as soon as he 
touched the ground more than a dozen sprang 
upon him. He got on his knees and cried ‘*Par- 
don!

SUNDAY, May 2ND_ Forenoon I saddled up 
and went over to Chinn's [ranch] where I took 
dinner, read the news &c. After dinner I start- 
ed for home. At the ford | met Charley and 
Rogers out on a paseat [excursion] so I turned 
about and went with them. We went up to 
Taylor's, stopped awhile, back to Chinn's, 
stopped awhile—raced it a little—tied a tin 
kettle to a dog’s tail, and started for home, all 
of us some what obscure or a little wild, Rogers 
being rather a poor rider rolled off [his horse] 
twice but as he did not get hurt it was all right. 
May 29TH This forenoon a Mr. Thompson 
who was partner with George Edwards on the 
gulsh came down here and brought us the hor- 
rible news that George had just shot himself. 
Perry and one or two others immediately went 
up there. They made him a coffin out of two 
long toms. George was about 30 years of age.

Aus. 14TH Afternoon Perry loaded up and went to his upper store, 
Trade quite brisk today and Iam a little tight by God—Ithis diary entry 
ends with an incoherent smudge]. 

15tH Had a small bit of a scrap in the evening with Bob Paine, 
he being drunk and as he darned and insulted me somewhat I made him 
see stars and put him out of doors. I was weighed today and weighed ex- 
actly 170 pounds, yes, one hundred and seventy, quite a hunk of a boy. 
Oct. 23RD About sunset a special messenger arrived from the Halfway 
House from Morris, telling me to come down there immediately. | im- 
mediately got my horse and started off. Had quite a moon to light my 
way, got there about 8 o'clock. 
Took supper, Morris then had a 
private confab with me. He wanted 
me to write a letter for him to his 
wife as he cannot write very well. 
But the most he had to say was 
that a young lady [Martha Jane 
Toler, daughter of the innkeeper at 
Halfway House] had fallen in love 
with me and desired to see me. He 
introduced me and in a room with 
two of her sisters we did up some 
of the tallest kind of courting. She 
was bashful in the extreme and I 
felt as awkward as she did. I took 
the fiddle and fiddled up quite a 
conversation, in fact I broke the 
ice which was about 2 feet thick 
with an old fiddle. Staid all night, 
Oct. 24TH, SUNDAY Forenoon I 
wrote a letter for Morris to his 
wife asking her to come out here 
&c, The rest of the day I was ma- 
neuvering about the enemy, trying 
to bring my guns to bear. About 
4PM I got her in a corner by herself. Declared my passion—love 
return—all right on both sides—wait till next spring—happy hearts— 
fluttering gizzards—honey and soon. Left for home again at sunset filled 
with love and joyand thought I was being wafted through the air astrad- 
dle of a cobweb towards regions of bliss. Dreamed of heaven all night.

A frustrated romance 


ATURDAY, Oct 30TH Forenoon I took a bath in the river. Afternoon 
Siu 4o'clock [rigged up my best bib and tucker and saddled up my 
horse and started for the Halfway House feeling very happy in the 
thoughts of who I was to meet there. I rode up to the door in fine style, 
dismounted, and saw old man Toler. Said hi de do Mr. Toler. He said 
nothing, but merely nodded. Just as I was about unsaddling, the old 
cuss stopped me and said, “Look here, I don’t want you to unsaddle 
your horse here, I want you to leave here, and that damned quick.” .. . 
Isaid ‘Very well”—saw Morris, but no chance to speak to him. Caught 
a glimpse of the adorable one. Cast a glance of withering scorn upon 
old Toler, sprang into the saddle and was off in a most furious hurry. 
Rode as far as the bridge, turned and rode back to about a mile above 
Toler’s, where I tied up for the night. Went supperless to bed and laid 
awake all night cursing Toler and revolving plans for running away with 
his daughter. Oh Martha, you will raise the devil with me yet. 

Oct. 31st,SUNDAY Morning I turned out, feeling supremely miserable. 
Took three cocktails but they only made me feel more dummy. . . . 
After breakfast I saddled up my horse and rode up and down the road 
for two hours, til I felt a little better. Rode down to MacDonalds’ ranch, 
stopped there about an hour or so, and then went up to my camp, 
feeling like a fool.

Dec. StH, SuNpay Afternoon I went over to the Golden Gate for 
grub &c. Heard that the news had just arrived from the Atlantic states

Dec. 8TH Clear cool & pleasant. I made 18 dollars today. Evening 
Thad a visit from Young, Spicer, and Brotherton. They brought me a 
quarter of a deer and staid all evening. Young brought his flute and 
clarinet. Mr. Locke came in with his accordion and together with my 
violin we had a fine band and a big concert. After which we had a dance. 
Dec. 9TH Forenoon I made 5 dollars and in the afternoon I made 25 
dollars, the best afternoon’s wages I have made yet in California. I only 
washed 40 buckets. Found one piece of 12 dollars, and several other 
pieces of 1, 2 & 3 dollars each. 
Dec. 23RD Stormy. Forenoon we had a heavy snow storm and I think 
I never saw it snow so heavily. The snow seemed to come down in 
sheets instead of flakes. 
Dec. 25TH Wet and stormy. I took my fiddle and went with the rest 
of the boys down to their camp to keep the Christmas. They went out 
hunting and brought in two hares and several quails so that we had a 
splendid supper of game. Evening 
we had another jollification and a 
real roarer of a spree with the as- 
sistance of two or three bottles. We 
kept her up till nearly morning. 
Dec. 26TH No teams or stages 
have been through [on account of 
the snow] for several days. Flour 
is 1 dollar and a quarter a pound 
. but very little or none to buy 
at any price... . A great many 
miners have been obliged to come 
in from the gulshes out back to 
some place where there is some- 
thing to eat, 
Dec. 31st Today I was busy get 
ting in lumber, sheet iron & to 
make a long tom [a trough for 
washing gold from dirt]. Evening 
we had a big time killing all the 
old bottles lying about the camp. 
We put a good charge of blasting 
powder into each and after put- 
tinga piece of safety fuse into them 
and corking them tight we touched 
them off at intervals and they made as loud as a cannon. We also hada 
bottle of whiskey and a tune on the fiddle, and a hoe-down, and thus we 
welcomed the New Year in and shoved the old one out. Hurrah for 1853!!! 
Aprit 77H Young and myself practiced on a piece of music which we 
bought in San F.—"'Massa’s in the cold ground”— 
May 2st “Maria” [who lived near Kelso’s store] has fallen in love 
with me & wants me for her lover—as she is a yellow gal it would hardly 
do for me to marry her legally. She is worth 15 dollars—She is a real 
good looking girl of fine shape & no doubt a fine bedfellow. 
June 20TH Evening we had an eclipse The moon looked like a 
big flapjack with a piece bit out of the edge of it. 
June 25TH Yesterday Kelso and George, a man that was working for 
him, were rafting lumber and just above here the raft George was on 
struck a rock & was dashed to pieces. The current was very swift and 
as cold as snow could make it, so that George was immediately swept 
downstream and has not been seen since . . . George was about 25 and 
a good steady man. Evening Kelso opened his house. Everything in the 
liquor line was free. I played the violin, we also had two Italian m 
cians together with Mrs. Kelso's tambourine. The ladies of the town 
were in & we had seyeral waltzes and polkas. Kept it up till daylight. 
Juty 2ND Heard the great news today that Miss Martha Toler is to 
be married on the evening of the 4th—Hurrah!!!—Hurrah—Hurrahl!! 
Juy 4TH Today we did all we could to celebrate our national birth- 
day by firing guns—drinking brandy—music and making a fuss gen- 
erally... .

Tried to honey up to some of 
squaws, but couldn't come it. 

Marcu 19TH, 1854 A Mr. Black came here today—stranger—dead 
broke. Staid all night. 

Marcu 24TH Mr, Black left. He came here under rather suspicious 
circumstances, from the north near Hangtown. Had been in the 
country two years—had worked at 
mining considerable—not a cent 
in his pockets, no blankets—not 
even a spare shirt. Moody told him 
to come in and stay a few days till 
he could look about. They worked 
together & slept together. We no- 
ticed that he has been scratching 
and digging himself considerably 
ever since he has been here. 

This morning Moody proceeded 
to examine his blankets and found 
plenty of lice. He immediately 
pitched his bedding out of doors 
and shifted all his clothes. He then 
gave Mr. Black his walking tick- 
et. Moody then went to work & 
washed all his blankets &e—Had a 
pretty job of it—a good lesson to 
him. Mr. Black was from Ohio... . 
May 47 I am reading Monte

June Ist Cloudy & cool. Threw DENTIST H. D. Cogswell, 
up dirt. Tom Locke, Bill Rhoda owner of the cabin shown on 
(Grizzly Bill) and “Red Jack” previous page, was drawn by 
Woods are on a big spree now. Doten dressed for a deer hunt, 
They got most beastly drunk and —_—_-He panned his gold for fillings. 
fought and beat each other finely. 

Sept. 12TH This morning I sold 

my claim & sluices to Granger, the water collector, for the sum of 
35 dollars. Harry Miller also sold out for 100 dollars. 

Serr. 18TH Today I made up a little prospecting party consisting of 
myself, George Locke and a little Dutchman named Louis. We in- 
tend to prospect up above Volcano, about 30 miles from here. 

Sept. 19TH At daybreak we started off. Passed through ‘“Greaser” 
and other small places & stopped at Clinton, a very pretty little town, 
to feed the horse & took dinner ... On the trail we passed several 
emigrant houses, and saw two or three very pretty girls. One espe- 
cially took my eye as I stopped to buy a glass of water. She had a pair 
‘of most loving eyes, angelic hair, but a terribly big foot. 

Sepr. 21st Today we prospected all day near Fort Grizzly [north of 
Volcano in present-day El Dorado County]. There are only two men 
living here in these diggings, both Missourians. We took up a claim 
and commenced sinking a hole in a flat. 

Oct. 7rH Bought a cabin and a lot of sluices for 31 dollars. Took 
dinner at Volcano and made arrangements for our winter's grub at a 
store there. I deposited with the storekeeper 220.00, 

Novy. 10TH Today we were busy all three repairing and fixing up our 
ditch and digging it deeper in places. . . . This ditch when completed 
will be 200 rods in length with a fall of an inch to the rod... Two of 
my hens commenced laying today. 

Dec. 7TH Louis and I set upa string of seven sluices up the creek and 
then went hunting. 

Dec. 31st Afternoon & evening we had heavy showers at intervals. 
Rain raised the water in our ditch and at dark we had half a sluice 
head or more running into our gulsh. Happy day for all miners—

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JAN. 15TH, 1855 Evening we bought out our neighbors, Frakes & 
Co. .. their sluices, claims and interest generally in these diggings. 
Drank some whiskey on the subject and had music &c. 

Jan. 31st Sluiced all day. Evening we washed and had 44.00. 
Fes. 3rD Sluiced. After dinner we washed and had 56.50—first rate. 
Fes, 24TH At noon washed down and had 6.00 . .. Reading Dick- 
ens’ ‘Hard Times”—very appropriate. 

MARCH 7TH We sluiced till nearly noon, when having worked out our 
place, we washed down and only had 7.00—This don’t pay—We 
took out all of our sluices. We have now finished this gulsh, and it 
hasn’t paid us anywhere near wages ... We have taken out of this 
gulsh in all, three hundred dollars ($300.00). 

‘Aprit 29TH Jake Chinn weighed me & I only weighed 153 pounds—I 
have lost about 10 pounds since I have been up at Fort Grizzly. 
May 4TH Went down to ‘Russell's diggings” to see about getting a 
team to move me from [Fort Grizzly] to Fort John. 

JUNE 18TH At noon we washed out [at the Fort John diggings] and 
had only a dollar—poor. Afternoon we floated our sluices ahead a 
piece, built a dam and set the boxes. Vance and Curtis have just fin- 
ished their new store and their goods arrived today so this evening 
was appointed for the “opening.” Went down just after supper, 
found the boys all there. We struck up the music—full band, and set 
them all dancing directly. The liquor flowed in abundance—crackers, 
cheese, sardines &c were on hand for the hungry. I played as long as 
there were any one in condition to dance, and then after a few songs, 
and a little banjo doin’s, I took a lantern and mustered my forces for 
camp duty. Found one lying across a candle box with a pile of 
smoked salmon for a pillow, two were arguing and discussing the 
merits of Mormonism and spirit rappings across a keg of Scotch 
whiskey, and my brave George [Doten’s new partner] was luxuriating 
on the hillside back of the store with his heels up hill. 

JuNE 19TH We slept very late today. George’s head was very muddy 
& his eyes looked like two bad made button holes . .. Two more of 
our setting hens brought out their chickens today so now we have 
38 chickens out of 40 eggs set—very good luck indeed— 

JuLy © 5tH | worked today at making an American ensign—to be 
seven feet long by four feet six inches wide—George prospected. 
JuLY 20TH George prospected—I finished the flag—Evening we quar- 
reled like thunder— 

JULY 23RD I was elected to go to Jackson next Friday to the conven- 
tion. [This was a county convention of the Native American Party.] 
JuLy 26TH About | o’clock at night we took passage in the stage for 
Jackson—Bad road, very dusty—no chance for sleeping, knocked and 
bounced about like hell. 


Visit to a ‘splendid jail’ 


‘ULY 27TH At daylight we arrived safely at Jackson—put up at 

the “Union Hotel.” . . . Jackson is a very pretty little town, built 
mostly of wood, although it contains some 10 or a dozen brick stores 
—fire proof. Has a permanent population of about 4,000, and a large 
floating population of course—We went up to see the jail. It con- 
tains some thirty prisoners at present, fourteen of whom are Celestial 
females, the victims of a late descent upon some of the Jinta houses 
hereabouts under the new law—In one of the cells was a man under 
sentence of death for grand larceny (stealing some 2 or 3,000 dollars) 
but a reprieve arrived for him from the governor this morning. The 
walls are of solid masonry three feet thick, the partitions are all of 
oak plank 5 inches thick and all the doors and grates are of heavy 
iron bars.—It is a splendid jail and not easily got out of. 
AUG. 7TH At noon seven men mounted on horses and armed to the 
teeth passed down this way—They stopped at Vance’s store to get 
something to eat and then hurried off in the direction of Fiddletown 
—These are a portion of some 40 men who are out in search of some 
twenty scoundrels, who last night at Lower Rancheria murdered six 
men and a woman and stole some twenty thousand dollars. 
Aus. 10TH Morning George, myself and seven others went down to 
Lower Rancheria to see the scene of the late tragedy and have a cor- 
rect account of the same. Very smail place, mostly deserted at the 
time of the row—no water there to work with. About a dozen houses 
including the tavern and store where the bloody deeds were commit- 
ted. There were some 20 of the ruffians in all—There were all Mexi- 
cans except two Americans—They waited near the town until about
